Opposing Critics Satisfied on 
Question of Pledges 
to Continent

In the. beginning the churches were closed 
eas those who continued to give religious 
instruction and comfort were prosecuted 
under decrees... This, too, occa 
siomed a t. Many. priests had been 
murdered outright; others had been con- 
demned to death or life imprisonment. Dur. 
ing the last two years most of the impris- 
oned priests have been turned free. The 
state no longer subjects those who attend 
church to criminal prosecution; but a Com- 
munist deeree permits no one but atheists 
to hold any position, however subordinate, 
under thé state. 

Paid informers watch those who are sus- 
pected of worshiping in secret; for 
Bolshevism has arrogated to itself the com- 
mandment, “Thou shalt have no God before 
me;” and anyone who allegiance 
to a Heavenly Power is held to be a dan- 
gerous enemy of the state. 

In this the Communist leaders frankly 
recognize that one who accepts the gospel 
of the Sermon on the Mount cannot also ac 
cept that of Bolshevism. Who loves one wil! 
hate the other. The God of heaven mast 
be dethroned before Bolshevism can become 
universal. | 

But @Be Bolshevists forget that by de 
stroying the temple one does not destroy 
the god. One of the convincing proofs of 
the verity of the gospels is that religion, 
ali truth, is indestructible. Nations, 
peoples and civilizations have passed, bat. 
the word of the gospels lives, and with ev- 

generation the number of converts ‘to 
Christian faith increases. 

Robespierre and Sainte Just invented a 
new religion during the French Reign of 
Terror to supplant the gospels.. They died 
miserably and their religion died with them. 
It is not probable that the inventors of the 
new Communist religion Will escape a simi- 
lar fate. 

But, in the meantime, what of the Rus- 
sia of tomorrow? The property destroyed 
by Communism can be replaced. Material 
losses are not irredeemable. For diseases 
of the flesh science has discévered reme 
dies. But what kind of forest will these 
gnaried, bent and twisted twigs of Com- 
munism form? Every civilization of the 
past owed its decline, decadence and final 
collapse to mental aberration. The men- 
tal and moral losses could not be recouped. 
Civilizations are destroyed only by their 
baser passions. 

When thé home life of a couple is blotted 
out the community life cannot long survive. 
When faith is lost integrity is weakened 
and morals become lax. Almost invariably 
follows the release of the baser passions 
from religious and moral restraint and the 
ascendancy of the brute. 


Where the children of today are ignorant 
and vicious the community of tomorrow 
will be ignorant,;and vicious. That is the 
invariable law of cause and effect. The 
“intelligentsia” of Russia are scattered or 
dead State schools have been established; 
but there is no impetus to education. The 
fortunate class in Russia today is composed 
of successful thieves and imposters; and 
it ig not surprising that the rising genera- 
tion in Russia models ite morals and its ac 
tions after these examples. 


Fortunately, this depravity is deepest in 


of population where the Bolshevist hold is 
strongest. In districts far removed from 
Moscow, on the broad steppes, the home 
life of the peasants has éscaped the Bol- 
shevist taint. God still lives in the hearts 
of the couptry folk. The depravity of the 
Bolshevik cities is to the peasants an aw- 
ful example of the pernicious effects of 
Communism. And, if Russia is to be saved, 
it is from them that salvation must come.

A war of words bas arisen in the east- 
ern press over Senator Lodge's posthumous 
charge that the late President Wilson was 
a man of little literary learning—that, In 
fact, he “was not a scholar in the true 
It may be that partisanship 
enters into the controversy between those 
who support or condemn the late Senator's 
attack as made in his memoirs of “The 
Senate and the League of Nations,” but the 
debaters do not seem to be divided on party 
lines. 
Senator Lodge bases his assertion as to 
President Wilson's lack of scholarship main- 
ly upon the fact that only once had he 
found a classical allusion in his writings 
or addresses, and then the allusion was in- 
correct. The late Senator goes on to say 
that “Mr. Wilson was not 4 widely read 
man. He very rarely miade a literary quo 
tation.” 
It is conceivable that the author of “The 
New Freedom” considered quoting altogeth- 
er too common—that almost anybody could 
quote and that he preferred original 
sion. This was only natdral in the case of 
a man capable of making so many quotable 
utterances. As for his having made an ia- 
correct classical allusion, this, of course, 
from the literary purist’s point of view, is 
But, though he used excellent 
Boglish, President Wilson was not a purist. 
And, judging by the work turned out by 
purists, one is inclined to be thankful that 
he was not of that class.
